The Treatment of Disease in Infants 

and Children. 



Abscess, Retro-Pharyngeal. 

Retropharyngeal abscess is more common during 
the first 12 months of infancy than at any other 
period of childhood. It is to this fact, probably, that 
the symptoms are obscure and the disease is un- 
recognised. In scrofulous children, especially, is it 
likely to be met with as a sequel to diphtheria or 
one of the exanthemata. In all cases of dysphagia 
or violent dyspnoea in infancy, the possibility of this 
malady as a cause is to be borne in mind, and the 
pharynx examined. 

Treatment, 

When there is bulging in the post-pharyngeal 
region, evacuation of the matter is called for. It is 
best effected by a bistoury, guarded to within a short 
distance of the point by a piece of adhesive strapping 
wound round the blade. The head is to be held 
promptly forwards after the incision is made, to pre- 
vent pus pouring into the larynx. 

Abscesses, Scarlatinal. 

Scarlatinal abscesses usually occur during the 
second or third week of the fever, or towards the 
termination of desquamation. They often ^kA»\\%

To induce respiration in a new-born infant, who 
makes no attempt at breathing, the mucus should 
first of all be cleared away from the upper part of 
the throat with the little finger. The infant should 
be laid on his back, and artificial respiration carried 
out by raising the arms upwards by the side of the 
child's head, and then turning them down and press- 
ing them against the side of the chest. These 
movements should be repeated at the rate of about 
20 each minute, and should be continued for half-an- 
hour at least before giving up the effort as hopeless. 
There is no occasion for violent attempts in en- 
deavouring to promote respiration in the apparently 
lifeless infant. Its organs are very delicate, and may 
be injured unless care be exercised. 

Rather vigorous slapping with a wetted towel over 
the buttocks and abdomen will often bring the infant 
round. 

Sometimes spurting a mouthful of brandy some- 
what forcibly over the cardiac region will cause 
the infant to cry out lustily and begin vigorous 
breathing. 

The plan may be tried of dipping the infant into 
hot water, and then into, cold, alternately. 

Although the breathing may have commenced, 
yet in many cases it is very feeble, and accessory 
measures should be employed.

Bowels, Tubercula r Ulceration of.

The treatment will he a warm hath at bedtime, 
and a suitable dose of pill v. ipecac, co. (q.v.). 

Dyspnoea, Paroxysmal. 

Paroxysmal dy-spinca, accord ing io Kust ace Smith, 
may arise from the M'.miinc causes : — 

Stridnlous laryngitis (catarrhal) ; enlarged bron- 
ebiul glands pressing upon llic lower part of the 
trachea ; obstruction of the bronchus by a foreign 
hody ; true bronchial asthma. 

In the higher level obstruction, catarrhal croup, 
tin. 1 dyspieca occur- chiefly in inspiration. 

Ill the lower level obstructions, arising from foreign 
body in the bronchus, enlarged hiouchial glands, 
and asthma, the dyspinea n..i.;:s during expiration, 
which is prolonged and laboured. 

The difficulty in diagnosis is between enlarged 
bronchial glands and true bronchial asthma, and in 
nearly all cases the exislcinv of the latter has to be 
proved by exclusion. In a child who suiters from 
paroxysmal dy-pieca tin- presence of enlarged bron- 
chial glands should always he suspected ; but if the 
most careful examination fail to detect them, and 
the collateral symptoms are in favour ot' asthma, then 
wb must assume that the case is one of the latter 
disease.

Eczema, Infantile. 

Infantile eczema is a very obstinate form of eczema, 
usually appearing before the sixth month, and it may 
attack infants who are otherwise healthy. It is 
often unyielding to treatment, and may persist for 
years, lasting throughout childhood. 

The dietary requires attention ; if the mother's 
milk seem to he poor or insufficient for the purposes 
of nourishment, it must be supplemented by fresh 
milk, with barley water or one of the pancreatised 
food*, sueh as Mender's or (Jam rick's. Excess of 
starchy foods must be avoided, and if the infant be 
above IS months old, potatoes, meat, and sweets 
should be stopped. 

The use of soap and water, or even washing with 
ordinary water, should be interdicted ; more especi- 
ally should this be the esse when the new delicate 
cuticle is forming. If some liquid is necessary for 
cleansing purposes, sweet oil may be applied with a 
piece Of absorbent cotton-wool ; or weak strained 
gruel may bo used ; or bran water, the latter being 
made by pooling boiling waler on bran placed in a 
sieve, and waiting till the liquid is cold. 

For applications to 1 1n- aiie -ted parts if n elite, those 
under Acute Eczema may be applied, or if subacute or 
chronic in character, the local treatment recom- 
inended for those forms may be adopted.

Internally. 

In acute eczema, the bowels should be relieved by a 
full dose of rhubarb and soda, 3 grains rhei (pulv.) 
and 3 grains sodii bicarb., to infant 6 to 12 months 
old, or by 3i of castor oil ; and by suitable aperients, 
such as- calomel and scammony, to older children. 

Afterwards, a saline mixture of sulphate of mag- 
nesia, or sulphate of soda, may be ordered in doses 
appropriate to the child's age. 

In cases of rheumatic tendency, or where there is 
a marked gouty history, Eustace Smith recommends 
20 minims tr. guaiaci to child 10 years old, t.d.s. 
It often has a marked beneficial influence. 

Eczema, Subacute or Chronic. 

In the treatment of subacute or chronic eczema, 
the remedies employed must be modified to suit the 
particular case. In children of rheumatic or gouty 
stock these elements must be borne in mind ; any 
derangement, moreover, of the digestive organs 
should be rectified as speedily as possible. In 
scrofulous or debilitated children, cod-liver oil and 
iron wine will be of value. In cases of eczema with- 
out these associated conditions, arsenic is indicated ; 
it may be prescribed with either alkalies or acids, 
the former preferably when the tongue is furred. 

In all cases the regulation of the bowels will require 
attention, and remedies for the relief of constipation 
will be found detailed elsewhere. — See Constipation. 

Local Treatment of Subacute Eczema, 

Before the application of local treatment all crusts 
and scabs must oe removed. In order to effect this, 
they should be well soaked with oil for an hour or 
two, and then covered with a hot bread and water 
poultice ; and if the scabs are hard, it may be neces- 
sary to keep the poultice applied for several hour*. 
The softened crusts should then be deta£Y&& V\\}cl * 
probe or a pair of dissecting forceps, audi \ta* aStactaA

Nasal Feeding. 

1. By pouring food down the nostril. 

In this method there must be no loss in the reflex 
mechanism required for deglutition, so that when 
fluids are thus allowed to run along the floor of 
the nose to the pharynx, involuntary acts of 
deglutition occur. Hence this method is unsuitable 
in cases of insensibility, narcotic poisoning, etc. 

The child should be laid in the recumbent position, 
and the head held firmly if necessary. The food is 
best administered with a glass syringe, having an 
inch or more of suitably sized drainage tube slipped 
over the nozzle. The drainage tube should be in- 
serted just within the nostril and the food slowly 
injected, allowing regular intervals for breathing. 
If it be too rapidly administered, there will in all 
probability be rejection of the fluid from the mouth 
or nostril. ^ Or the child may purposely hold his 
breath ; this may be overcome by closing the other 
nostril and mouth for a moment, when he will probably 
swallow, being "out of breath." The fluids am 
better given warm, and those of a bland character, 
such as milk, or milk and egg, are most suitable. 

This method is the best in the largest number of 
cases. It causes least irritation, and the child find- 
ing that he cannot resist the reflex acts of deglutition, 
yields passively to the proceeding. 

2. The nasal titbe. 

The second method of passing a tube, through 
the nose, into the oesophagus, is called for when 
food passes into the glottis, or where the mechanism 
of deglutition is imperfect or abolished. It is not 
so easy as the preceding, causing more irritation, 
for the mucous membrane of the nose resents solid 
substances, though usually tolerant of fluids. 

In cases, however, where sensibility is blunted 
or abolished, it is both suitable and. x&cftss&rs. 
Mr. Battsuns recommends a "No. 1 "3&ca£v&&" 
eatheter as being well made and sWR exvow^v xtfA. 
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Quinine in Ml doses, 2 grains to child 3 years old, 
t.d.s., has also been advocated.

Haemorrhage, Gastro-Intestinal. 

The treatment of gastro - intestinal haemorrhage 
will be found detailed under the head of Melsena 
Neonatorum, but in older children bowel haemor- 
rhage may be due to intestinal worms ; polypus of 
the rectum ; or from an irritable and relaxed mucous 
membrane, resulting from repeated catarrhs. 

In this latter form Eustace Smith recommends 
J grain arg. nitras to child 3 years old, t.d.s., with 
injections of ice-cold water. Other cases he has 
treated by the injection of several ounces of a nitrate 
of silver solution (I grain to the ounce of water), 
every night at bedtime. 

Haemorrhage, Intracranial. 

Absolute confinement to bed, the application of an 
ice-bag to the head, and the administration of a 
brisk purge, such as calomel and pulv. scam. co. 
(q.v.). 

The head should be raised a little with pillows, 
and if the feet be cold, hot water bottles should 
be applied to them. 

The dietary should be restricted to liquids, and 
these should be given cold, a little at a time.

Hemiplegia, Infantile. 

Every case of loss of power in the arm or leg in 
young children must not be ascribed to infantile 
paralysis of spinal origin (the ordinary infantile 

garalysis), because many cases are those of infantile 
emiplegia having a cerebral cause. As Goodhart 
says, when a child with loss of power in its arm 
or leg is brought for advice, there is a tendency in 
the mind of the beginner to assume that this is 
due to infantile paralysis. But it is not unlikely 
to prove on examination to be some other form, 
for hemiplegia or monoplegia of cerebral origin is 
not uncommon. 

Infantile hemiplegia may follow any of the specific 
fevers, or diphtheria, or pertussis ; or it may result 
from convulsions, embolism, heart disease, etc. 
It may be conveniently considered in three stages. 

1. The Initial Stage. 

The initial symptoms are usually convulsions 
with coma, and the latter may last for a few hours 
or for days, though the disease may occasionally 
develop without convulsions and without loss of 
consciousness. 

2. The Paralytic Stage. 

The paralysis which appears with consciousness is 
usually complete; sometimes, however, there is i>aresis, 
which eventually passes on to complete paralysis. 

The arm paralysis is more marked than that in 
the leg. There may be even arrest of development, 
but usually there is only a moderate degree of 
atrophy. 

In the leg, improvement occurs more rapidly and 
more completely than in the arm, and may even 
absolutely disappear. The leg wasting \& TisNst *» 
great as in the upper limb, nor \a \,\ifcifc wt^ *& 
development. 
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4. The locale of the residual paralysis. 

5. The frequent onset of epileptiform convul- 
sions. 

The foregoing is abridged from that interesting 
monograph, The Cerebral Palsies of Children, by 
William Osier. 

In the treatment the nutrition of the muscles 
should be promoted by massage and bathing, and 
electricity should have a fair trial. If the tempera- 
ture of the affected, limbs be lowered, they should 
be wrapped in cotton -wool, and warm clothing 
worn. Dr. Osier advises that the muscles bo 
rubbed with sweet oil, morning and evening, for 
20 or 30 minutes, and it may be necessary to con- 
tinue this for months. As in other cases, a syphi- 
litic origin must not be forgotten, and treated 
accordingly. 

Herpes Labialis. 

Usually a little simple ointment will be all that 
is required, but hot fomentations are often of 
service in restricting or dispersing the eruption. 
When it constantly recurs, the best application is 
a very little of the ungt. hyd. nit. (undiluted), the 
ungt. citrinum of the B.P. 

Herpes Zoster. 

If the primse vise be loaded, give a gentle mer- 
curial purge, combined with a little rhubarb and 
soda.

For the neuralgia which follows herpes zoster, 
Liveing advises quin. sulph. and pott vivcve, V\S^ 
morphine, hypoaermically, if necessary. \^?£% 
rentrinse has also been recommended m \ta\& \orcm 
of neuralgia, but the skin must not\>fc\>ToY.eTu 
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liminary tapping did no harm, while in the simpler 
cases it. sufficed for a cure. Surely then it was 
not correct surgery to neglect an operation attended 
with no danger, which was thoroughly effective in 
a large number of instances, on the ground that in 
a minority of cases it needed supplementing by 
incision, evacuation, and drainage. 

Dr. S. Dougan Bird of Melbourne was a believer 
in simple tapping, but was of opinion that aspira- 
tion was dangerous. With regard to the tapping 
of pulmonary hydatids, although violent convulsive 
cough, with expulsion of membranes and blood, 
followed at times, yet he had never seen death 
nor permanent injury, nor indeed any other result 
than cure, follow this treatment. For old suppurat- 
ing cysts of the lung, where adhesions in all pro- 
bability existed, all that was necessary was to 
introduce the largest trocar and cannula that would 
pass between the ribs, leaving the latter in for a 
few days, with frequent washing out with anti- 
septics. The wound was then enlarged with a 
probe-pointed bistoury, and the whole of the para- 
site easily removed with a little assistance. Even 
in cysts of enormous size, and weighing over a 
pound after removal, he had never found it necessary 
to resect any portion of rib ; there had been no 
septicaemia in his cases, and the constant result 
had been radical cure in about three weeks. So 
far from hydatid of the lung being a difficult 
disease to cure, he had found it more safely and 
readily curable than in any other internal organ — 
except perhaps the liver — provided the treatment 
was not hurried, and the aspirator was not used. 
His experience in the treatment of lung hydatid 
(and the same was equally applicable and successful 
in the liver) led him to entertain very grave doubts 
as to the propriety and safety of primary cutting 
operations (with the exception of hydatid disease 
occupying the cavity of the pleura) in non-suppurat- 
ing cysts, involving such serious procedures as re- 
section of ribs, incision of sound lungs, stitching 
of pleura, etc. 

Dr. .W. Gardner of Adelaide, in reply, said \.\*&VY\fe 
felt that he was advocating a cause mt\\ tot^ taw 
adherents.

Infantile Atrophy. 

If possible, for the first week's tlie infant should 
be brought up on the breast, and fed at intervals of 
2 hours during tbr day, and each breast should be 
given alternately. From 11 at night till o in the 
morning nothing should be allowed, unless it be a 
little of a mixture of half cow's milk and half barley 
water, so as to try and break the iuf'.int into regular 
habits, and give the mother a fair night's rest.

Renal sarcomata, the chief kidney tumours met 
with in children, are most frequent during the first 
few years of life. Eustace Smith and Angel Money 
are averse to operative treatment ; but Goodhart, con- 
sidering that they are fatal if left alone, thinks an 
attempt at removal may be justifiable.

It will be discovered, too, 
that his health varies considerably, being worse in 
cold weather than in the summer months. 

These symptoms naturally cause alarm by suggest- 
ing tubercular deposit, but directly the urine is 
examined the disease is manifest enough. The urine 
will be found acid, of a very high specific gravity, 
1025° or even more, and on cooling it deposits the 
characteristic red crystals of uric acid. 

The treatment of lithiasis is mainly dietetic, but 
due attention to the general health is also important. 
The ventilation of the bedrooms, the care of the skin, 
the clothing, and exercise in the fresh air are all 
matters which require seeing to. 

There must be no stinting of water. Sir Alfred 
Garrod states that concentration of the urine from 
deficiency of water secreted by the kidneys, is a 
common cause of gravel in early life. Eustace Smith 
recommends for a child half a tumblerful of water, 
fasting, 1 hour before food, twice a day. An infant 
may have thin barley water by the feeding bottle for 
a similar object.

Eustace Smith has 
seen a teaspoonful of brandy-and-egg mixture (of 
which a third part is pure brandy) given every 
hour to an infant only 8" or 9 months old, with 
great benefit. Stimulants will therefore be required 
if the patient be low, with a dry tongue and rapid 
feeble pulse ; and if bronchitis or pneumonia com- 
plicate the case, their use is still more imperative.

The treatment consists in the most minute 
attention to the general health, bathing, bedroom 
ventilation, clothing, the regulation of the dietary, 
and the insistence of sufficient outdoor exercise. 

The daily evacuation of the bowels must be 
inquired into, and if at fault, corrected. 

Medicinally, tonics will be of service — vinum ferri, 
liquor arsenicalis, and cod-liver oil, which see. 

5 grains pepsin to child 3 years old, t.d.s., may 
improve digestion. 

For the restlessness preventing sleep, 5 grains pot. 
brom. and 5 grains chloral hydras may be given to 
a child 3 years old, as a single draught at bedtime ; 
or, instead of this, 10 minims hydrobromic acid in a 
little syrup and water is preferred by some.— (Angel 
Money.) 

Night Terrors. 

This term is applied to cases which are frequently 
met with in practice. A child goes to bed, and, 
after being from half an hour to a couple of hours 
asleep, he suddenly awakes with a loud cry. His 
parents rush to him, and find him sitting up in 
bed, in evident alarm at some terrifying object 
which he fancies he sees. So terrified is he, that 
lie does not recognise any one at first, but after 
a while he begs to be taken up and nursed or com- 
forted. After the attack, the child may fall off 
to sleep again quietly, but frequently he sobs him- 
self to rest in the parent's arms, and as a, t\x\a \ta* 
remainder of the night is passed peaceful .

The chief danger in these chronic 
purulent ear discharges is the onset of an acute 
attack of otitis, wiili accompany hii: meningitis. 

In acate otitis simple warm water jioured into the 
ear effectually relieves the pain. It ia poured in 
with a spoon while the ]>.-i-i i-'ii t is lying on the 
Opposite side. After remaining in the oar for 5 
minutes, it is allowed to escape, and the process 
repeated. This is continued for half an hour at a 
time, and should he gone through again every 3 
hours. During tho intervals the ear is best covered 
with a sponge wrung out of hot water and frequently 
applied. 

A few drops of a solution of morphine (I grain 
to tho drachm of water), made warm, may also be 
instilhd into the ear every 2 or 3 hours. 

Hot poultices of conieal shape may he introduced 
into the external auditory canal, and often afford 
great relief.

Paralysis, Facial. 

The form which occurs in new-born infants is 
generally due lo some injury alter delivery, and as a 
rule quickly subsides, though it occasionally remains 
irremediable throughout life.

In the "rheumatic " variety Anyl Money recom- 
meods the constant current, the positive pole, to he 
placed oil the nerve mink over (be r, Linus of the jaw, 
and the negative stroked over the face, with likewise 
protection of the face from cold, and stimulating 
embrocations.

Pemphigus, Infantile. 

Pemphigus in infants may sometimes consist of 
a few scattered bullae over the body, generally, how- 
ever, avoiding the palms of the hands, the soles of 
the feet, and the scalp. More often it is more acute 
and diffused, and is frequently of syphilitic origin, 
affecting the palms and soles. Its recognition is 
generally easy, but when it is acute and diffused, or 
the bladders have collapsed and formed eczematous- 
like crusts, it may be found puzzling, unless one 
inquires into the early appearances and progress of 
the disease. 

Attention to the general health is necessary, with 
the administration of iron, cod-liver oil, etc. Arsenic 
is of the greatest value in the non-syphilitic cases, 
while in the latter hyd. c. cretse or iodide of iron 
are called for. The blebs may be dusted over with 
boracic acid, or treated with ungt. zinci oleatis. 

Pemphigus of Children. 

There is another form of pemphigus occurring in 
children older than infants. It is usually met 
with in spare children, and may be associated with 
ill-health. Though it readily yields to arsenic, yet 
there may be a tendency to relapse. Goodhart, 
speaking of two children, one five and a half and the 
other seven, says that small doses of arsenic were of 
no use, but as soon as 15 or 18 minim doses were 
reached, the blebs shrivelled and no fresh ones 
appeared ; these large doses, however, brought on 
diarrhoea and vomiting in 10 or 14 days.

Raynaud's disease, known also as symmetrical 
gangrene, includes Hirer disease conditions, probably 
different degrees of one and !:lii iiiinii' morbid process ;

111 all, narrowing of the arterioles, the result of 
Vasomotor spasm, appears to be present, and the 
severity of any partieiitar -use depends on the area, 
the site, etc., of the affected parts. Although sym- 
metry in its distribution is often characteristic, and 
gave rise to the term symmetrical gangrene, yet this 
latter appellation is rather inappropriate, as symmetry 
is not so constant as was formi rly believed. 

Local syncope, the mildest form, is ordinarily 
known as "dead finger," ill this variety as a residtof 
slight onuses, such as told, emotion, etc., Che affected 
fingers becom-.' dead- while mid bloodless, but soon 
recover themselves. In local asphyxia, the next in 
dep-ee of severity, the aif.-e'i-d parts suddenly or 
rapidly become of a more or less dark purplish colour, 
and may as rapidly recover themselves without gan- 
grene following. In local or symmetrical gangrene, 
the most severe and important fnnii, the extremities 
become bloodless and then bluish, or of a purple or 
blackish hue, and the affected parts are often at lirst 
the seat of tingling sensation m- si-vere pain. These 
latter cases, however, vary in their development into 
gangrene : in some it is somewhat gradual, but in 
others it progresses with great rapidity. 

Paroxysmal hreniatinuria is often associated with 
local asphyxia and symmetrical gangrene; indeed, 
there, is a marked similarity tn.-twi-irii it and these two 
latter phases of Raynaud's disease. May not par- 
oxysmal hiematinuria be looked upon as kidney 
asphyxia, the result of sp.-isin of the ri nal arterioles ?

Renal Inadequacy. 

By the term renal inadequacy Sir Andrew Clark 
refers to a condition not unfrequently met with in 
children, and even in infants, which though transitory 
yet produces very definite symptoms. The disorder 
is manifested by pallor, wasting, feebleness, constipa- 
tion, and sometimes with vomiting. In every case, 
however, there is a noticeable loss of the elasticity of. 
the skin, so that when the abdomen is pinched up 
it remains wrinkled, or but slowly resettles itself. 
The urine is scanty, the specific gravity is low, and 
although there may be no albuminuria, yet the solids 
are evidently not discharged in sufficient amount by 
Hie kidneys. 

Eustace Smith relates a case in which a child (a 
hoy of seven) recovering from enteric fever, for many 
days passed only 8 or 10 ounces of urine ; ho was 
also excessively feeble, with marked inelasticity of 
the skin. It was only after the amount of urine 
increased that his strength returned, and the skin 
became elastic again. It was estimated that this boy 
passed only 2£ grains of solid matter daily for each 
pound of his weight, instead of 5 grains per pound, 
which is about the normal proportion. 

Even in infants there may be a temporary diminu- 
tion in the amount of urea passed, but of course the 
whole quantity of urine passed cannot \» co\\fcoXsA*

The diet should be uf the blandest character as 
long as the iteiitv symptoms last, and should consist 
mainly of milk, light broths, arrowroot, eta. As 
soon as improvement lusi^inst, fell, chicken, junket or 
thin custard may bo allowed, but meat should he 
debarred for a mnsidi-rable period. Stimulants will 
be needed if the pulse is ini^nl.iv, f>r there are signs 
of weakness or prostration during the course of the 
disease. 

In rheumatism a " dogged " watch must he kept 
upon the heart, and if any evidence uf peri carditis be 
discovered, the treat mini 1 fin- that i:oni]>li cation must 
be adopted without loss of time.

Rickets. 

Symptoms referable to a disturbance of nutrition 
generally precede the actual development of rickets. 
There is a failure in the digestive powers, the stools 
may be pasty-looking and more frequent than usual, 
and the belly may be swollen, with evidences of 
abdominal pain. 

The symptoms proper to rickets are seldom dis- 
covered before the fourth month, and not commonly 
before the seventh or eighth. According to Eustace 
Smith, the disease is most often seen between the 
seventh and eighteenth months, less frequently be- 
tween the eighteenth month and the second year, 
and rarely after the latter period. 

When the disease noticeably begins, there is a 
profuse sweating about the head, neck, and upper 
part of the chest. This principally occurs during 
sleep, although these parts are unduly moist during 
the day. Strangely enough, the abdomen and lower 
limbs may be quite dry. 

Another most striking symptom is that the child 
kicks off all his bedclothes at night, and thus lies 
exposed and naked even during the coldest weather. 

At this time, too, general tenderness is usually 
described as an existing symptom, yet it is not 
always present. But there is often uneasiness in the 
head or ear, which is shown by a rubbing of the head 
from side to side on the pillow, so as to cause a charac- 
teristic bare patch over the occiput. If extreme 
tenderness is present, attention should be at once 
directed to signs of scurvy. — See Scurvy Rickets. 

Deformities of the bones next make their appear- 
ance. The skull is long antero-posteriorly (dolicho- 
cephalic), and the small size of the face gw«& Sfc va.

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The Diagnosis of Rickets. 

In rickets there is an espivie.i liability to catarrh 
of the entire mucous membrane, heuco bronchitis, 
gastric catarrh, and diarriei-i siii- most frerjuent dis- 
orders. There is also rttinut muscular debility, 
which is the result of il dee Live nutrition, bat the 
feebleness in the lower limbs apart from this may be 
in great part due to weakness of tin' ligaments. In 
late rickets, although bom' dciormily may lis but 
alight, there may be " tiail-like " joints from excess- 
ive relaxation of the ligaments. 

Another characteristic of rickets is the undue 
instability of the nervous system ; there is a constant

vulsinns. According to Angel Money, rickets is the 
neurosis maker -par e.>v,//ej,r'e the greatest creator 
of infantile disease. 

In a typical ease of rickets, then, there will be 
a history of preceding mal-:mtrkion, with perhaps 
copious, pasi.ydookiug, fr< .psent, and o I leu si ve stools, 
and flatulent eolie with abdominal pains. There will 
be found a present condition of distinct aiiiemia, with 
general softness of the llcsh. There will he also the 
profuse sweating of (lie hend, with tlie tossing aside 
of the bedclothes at night ; a tendency lu bronchial, 
gastric, or intestiiial catarrh ; a peeuliar excitability 
of the nervous system ; and, finally, dentition will be 
unwarrantably delayed.

phosphates.

Ringworm of the Scalp. 

Ringworm is one of i lie diseases most frequently 
met with in the scalp of children. It is very con- 
tagious in its nature, and is exceedingly liable to 
spread in families or schools. At times it is very 
rebellious to treatment, but, as a rule, it is the 
chronic cases whirl; e.;ive so modi trouble, the recent 
cases generally yielding to remedies in a short time. 

The agents employed in iis treatment eonsist of 
two classes, those whieh aet as parasiticides, and 
those which destroy the fungus by creating in- 
llanirnul ion in tin.- hair IV.d holes. This latter mode is 
fortunately not required for infants and verv young 
children, ami is usually employed ill eiironic cases 
occurring in those somewhat older. 

In infanta mul •/•■•mi;/ ,■■„!,:,-, a nothing severe must 
be employed. It will often suffice to cleanse the 
head thoroughly with soap mid Iwi water every night, 
and then, alter careful diiinj;, to paint each patch 
with tr. iodi. After n few days, an oiotmout, consist- 
ing of equal parts or the ungt. liyd. ammon. and 
vaseline, or one of equal parts of the ivngX.. Vg^xwg,. 
ammon. anil ungt. sulphuris, may \.ie nt\\;Vi'3e&-

Small obstinate patches may lie treated with 
croton oil. It is applied with a small stiff camel's 
hair brush, and a poultice afterwards kept on all 
night. The painting will Usually be required the 
next day, with possiUy :i third application. The 
object is to make the skin "led, swollen, boggy, 
and discharging freely." Afterwards tieijueiii warm 
fomentations are all that are needed, and when the 
inflammation has subsided the stumpy hairs can be 
easily removed. Croton oil shimM lurvr-r be used for 
very younj,' children, um should there be one or two 
spots larger than a florin treated at the same time. 

Dismmiwitid riiiytrurm, .iltii'j;nrh pari icuhirlv 
chronic and hard to cure, is dillicult of recognition, 
because the healthy hair conceals the little tufts or 
solitary stumps which are affected. In these cases 
Alder Smith recommends a thorough inspection of 
the scalp with a good lens, so that by the aid of an 
Bitremely fine brush a minute drop of croton oil 
may be placed wherever [he isolated stumps or 
black dots are seen. These black dots are most 
difficult to cure. If there be only a limited number, 
the oil can bo pressed iiihi the follicles by running 
the point of a very line blunted gold pin into them 
by the side of the diseased stumps. The oil usually 
causes a pustule, and the loosened -lamp comes out 
with the discharge, or can afterwards be removed with 
the forceps. 

Roseola. 

Koseola or rose rash is not a disease of much 
gravity per se, but it is apt at times to be mistaken 
for measles or scarlet fever. On VVio 0*01161 \va.v.i.,

At bedtime, the- child should be thoroughly washed 
all over the whole body with a good soap, auch as 
carbolic acid, th_ymi.pl. or coid-ta.T soup, and then IVr-.-ly 
bathed with hot water, mid immersed in it for quite 
20 minutes. The soaping ;i 1 1 ■ 1 soaking must ba 
thoroughly done, so ai to soften tin 1 cuticle and open 
up the furrows. After being carefully dried, the 
preceding ointment, should !■■.- i uljH.-.-i I lull into the 
skin, and left on till flic following morning, when the 
skin should he washed again. 

A perfect cliani-re el" clothes is of course necessary, 
and the old outer garmenta should ho exposed to dry 
beat or sulphur fumigation, and the under linen 
boiled. 

When it is doubtful M-hellier :i case is cured or not, 
in ointment of balsam of Peru, 2 drachma to the 
ounce of ungt. lanolini, may be employed. It doea 
not irritate, the smell is rather agreeable, and it will 
complete the cure. 

Scarlet Fever. 

On the first appearance of the disease, care should 
be taken to isolate the patient, and the child should 
'to transferred to a suitable room, from which carpets,

wetted with a solution of carbolic acid should be 
hung in the doorway, and all discharges, excreta, 
soiled linen, etc., must be disinfected before they are 
allowed to leave the room. 

Belladonna was at one time believed to possess 
prophylactic virtues, a nil prevent the development of 
the disease, but is now discarded. Arsenic, how- 
ever, ia claimed to possess them, and Dr. W. C. 
Watford advises liq. arseniealis, in as large a dose as 
the age of the child will allow (see Liq. Arseniealis), 
with 15 to 30 minims acid, stdphurosum and a little 
syr. rhtendos, t.d.s. He states, by this means, that 
out of nearly 100 children c\-p<"iscd to infection, in 
only 2 did it develop.

The irritation and burning beat of the skin are 
usually greatly relieved by spooiriTtj; the body over 
with tepid water several times during the day, and 
afterwards drying carefully with a soft towel. 

Iu severe cases, with violent nervous symptoms, it 
may be advisable to use the wet pack. The tempera- 
ture, iu connection will: 1 1 1 ■"■ p-:n'i';il symptoms, will 
serve as a guide. If the child be delirious and the 
nervous system excited, then the wet pack may bo 
tried. If the child perspire freely and the tempera- 
tore fall, benefit is derived ; but if the skin does not 
act, the temperature will probably rise higher. In 
using the pack, however, it must not be forgotten 
that stimulants will be required. The wet pack is 
never to be used if there bo pr.istru.timi, but the hot 
mustard bath with free stimulation will be required. 
Inunction is practise d by many, and is said to 
relieve the skiu tension and irritation, to add to the 
comfort of the little patient, and to promote sleep. 
Carbolic oil, 1 iu SO, may be used; or 1 drachm, of 

Kcerinum boracis to the ounce of cold cream ; or 
fa drachm to 1 driiehin id" eucalyptus oil to the 
ounce of vaseline or ungt. lanolini. 

Great relief is afforded by sucking iee ; and exter- 
nally cold compresses or hot applications may be 
employed. The former an: useful whi'ii lite swelliug 
is not very great, and the latter are best when the 
throat is greatly ulcerated, and there is difficulty in 
deglutition. 

Goodhart states the glycerine preparations applied 
to the fauces give such relief that children will often 
allow them to be employed afterwards.

To improve tlie bodily vigour by all the means 
at one's disposal is, of course, the grand aim in 
scrofulosis. With this object in view, therefore, 
minute and detailed instructions with regard to the 
titfili/tfirticahjuntlrilat' I'l/ol'heaUli. namely, bathing, 
clothing, diet, ami exercise, should lie laid down. 

If the cold bath does not agree, causing the child 
to look blue or cliilly--.mil ivir.li many scrofulous 
children it is unsuitable — it must he modified accord- 
ing to the plan of Eustace Smith. In this method 
the 'louche should be of a temperature of about 70°, 
and if the weather lie cold, the little patient should 
sit in hot water while the douche is living taken. 
Afterwards, he must bo well rubbed over with a 
roughish towel to produce a glow over the whole 
body. In the winter time the bathing should take 
place before a lire, and the whole process should be 
conducted as speedily as possible. If the child be 
very weakly, it is better thai the douching be deferred 
till the middle of the morning, 2 or 3 hours after 
breakfast. 

The clothing should be woollen next llie skin from 
top to toe, and especially must care be taken to have 
the soles of the feet — those nervously sensitive 
external kidneys, as Angel Money happily terms 
them— well protected from cold or wet by sufficiently

Scurvy, Infantile, or Scurry Rickets. 

Infantile scurvy or scurvy rickets, the latter being 
a moat appropriate name in expressing its dual 
cha rafter, ia a disease which lias attracted much 
notice of late years, its exact nature was probably 
first pointed out by "\V. Boiler Chenille in 1878, 
although Mr. T. Smith in 1878 recorded a case 
nnder tho provisional name of hemorrhagic perio- 
stitis. In 1883, Dr. T. Barlow read a paper giving 
s history of 11 cases under hia own care, and 20 
others collected from various sources. 

This condition is caused by the want of certain 
food constituents, probably organic acids, such as 
citrate, malate, iind tartrate of potash. But what- 
ever their exact nature may be, they arc known to be 
present in vegetable juices, in irc-sh raw merit, ami in 
fresh milk ; and, moreover, the disorder 'piicUy dis- 

S pears when the constituents are administered. 
,e disease ia usually, if not invariably, associated 
with rickets ; and most of the recorded cases of in- 
fantile scurvy have been under the age of IS months, 
the very period during which rickets is most fre- 
quently met with.

A dose of castor oil is of signal service in re- 
ducing the feverish hiss and affording relief to the 
heated mouth.

Yet in 
many cases an absolute opinion is impossible till 
the effect of a copious enema has been tried. The 
best injection for impact's! feces is rnw linseed oil, 
and at least a pint is necessary to act satisfac- 
torily. I usually ndvisc that the enema be ad- 
ministered witli fhi- paiii-nt King on bis hjt side, 
that after its introduction he be turned on his back, 
and finally brought over and made to lie on his right 
side.

The mother, if she be tubercular, should never 
suckle her infant, hut a healthy wet nurse provided 
if possible. If the latter ho not obtainable, an 
attempt to rear the infant by hand must be made 
in accordance with the principles referred to uuder 
Infantile Atrophy. 

Children of tubercular tendencies are generally 
clever, hut tic attempt should be made r,, stimulate. 
their brain power; and on this account systematic 
education should he deferred till they are at least 6" 
or 7 years old. 

In the treatment, the slightest indication of 
catarrh should receive prompt, attention, and con- 
finement to a uniform temperature is best for a few 
days till recovery is effected. 

Angel Money is disposed to favour arsenic, from 
its influence on the vital processes, and from its 
affecting the whole body. He recommends drop 
doses of the liquor arsenical is after food. This 
dosage is to he gradually increased, but never to 
the extent of producing the silvery tongue, the 
injected conjunctiva!, or the gastric irritation of 
mild arsenical toxemia. Iron and cod-liver oil may 
be given in conjunction wills this remedy. 

Iodoform in K grain doses, in capsule or with sugar 
of milk, to child I years old, t.d.s.

The child should be placed in bed, and hot bran 
or linseed poultices applied to the iliac region, and 
changed frequently. A small pillow placed under 
the right knee will support the thigh and relax the 
abdominal wall. 

In typhlitis and in perityphlitis, Bartholow has 
seen such good results produced by leeches, that he 
holds they should never be omitted when the tender- 
ness and fever begin. Two or three leeches for a 
child 6 years old, and three or four for one of 8 years. 

In the early stages nothing but milk, barley water, 
and chicken broth are to be allowed, but, after the 
symptoms improve, a little very thin custard may be 
permitted.

Uraemia. 

Uraemia is the result of a poisonous action upon 
the nervous centres, caused by the circulation within 
the system of material which should properly be 
eliminated by the kidneys. The accumulation of 
this mcUeries morbi may be but slow, and hence the 
symptoms are often but little marked. But no matter 
how slight the warnings may be, it is always wiser 
to regard such premonitory symptoms not merely as 
a condition which may develop into uraemia, but 
actually as uraemia itself. And if this view of the 
case be taken, preventive and curative measures 
will be adopted speedily, without waiting for more 
umnistakeable uraemic symptoms. In other in- 
stances, however, the characteristic phenomena, to 
which the name of uraemia is generally applied, 
appear suddenly without any indication whatever. 

During a case of scarlatinous a\Wmm\m»., Htascfe- 
fore, symptoms of uraemic poisoning, svxOa. »& V^a^.- 
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J. Lewis Smith is an advocate of the hydro- 
chlorate of pilocarpine for its sudorific effect. It is 
tasteless, and readily .soluble in water, and is often 
retained by the stomach when other remedies are 
rejected. To a child 2 years old, ■& to fa grain may 
be given every 6 hours by the iii'iuLh. A child ,H 
years old was given 5^ grain of the muriate of pilo- 
carpine, dissolv.-.l in .'■ .1.1 water, every 3 hours. 
After a couple of doses, the diaphoretic and diuretic 
effect was marked. The patient continued to im- 
prove, and then took 3^ of a grain every 6 hours. 
Another little patient, a year* old. t.iok A grain, 
twice daily, with benefit. A third 5-year-old 
patient was given j 1 , graiu every 4 hours, decidedly 
increasing the urination and perspiration, ho that 
the symptoms »i-i» relievd and rem very ensued. 
Another child, 3 years old, had 2 Vr grain in con- 
junction with the hot-air bath, and soon reached 
convalescence. 

To stimulate tic"' kidneys, dry cupping may be 
employed, or a musUrd poultice loll. .wed by wet 
compresses. 

When convulsions occur, pot. brom. is of great 
value. A child 3 years old should have 5 grains 
every 5 to 10 minutes till the attacks cease. 

Chloral hydra3 is more effective, and J. Lewis 
Smith recommends that it be injected into the 
rectum, G grains for a child 3 to .1 years old. If 
retained, ho writes that it rarely fails to subdue 
the convulsions in 10 or 15 minutes. The pot. 
brom. may then be given occasionally, while the 
deleterious matters are being eliminated from the 
ay stem by the means already recommended. 

Urine, Incontinence of. 

Incontinence of urine is an exceedingly frequent 
disorder with children, and may arise from a 
multitude of causes. It occurs both in boys ami 
in girls, but is more commonly met with in the 
former. Incontinence may bo a temporary matter, 
or it may eiist even for years. These inveterate 
forms of the disorder occur in givla tqotq VoK&m.

Treatment. 

Aa the treatment o I' 'small- 710 x does not usually fall 
within tin; province of practitioners, a brief reference 
will be sufficient. 

In cases of varioloid, and in the mild cases of dis- 
crete small-pox, no special treatment is required, 
beyond keeping the child in heil and placing him on 
a low diet. 

In the severe form.; of tile malady, and in the can- 
fluent variety, the diet should be supporting, and 
strong broths, milk, eggs hcaten up, etc., will be 
required. Stimulants will be needed if there bo signs* 
of failing powers.

There is literally in these 
cases an incapacity for digesting milk. In such a 
contingency, Kustace Smith recommends whey with 
cream — 1 tablespoonful of cream, with 2 table- 
spoonsful each of whey and water; or equal parts 
Df veal broth and barley water may be tried.

Xeroderma. 

Xeroderma (Dr. Pye-Smit 
following other similar compo 
is to be regarded as the miiHo. 
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ceptibly, that it is impossible to say where the one 
ends and the other begins. 

2. The history is the same ; they are both con- 

fenital, permanent, and often hereditary diseases. 
n a single family some will suffer from xeroderma, 
others from ichthyosis. 

3. The morbid anatomy is the same in both, differ- 
ing only in severity ; in both the papillary layer is 
hypertrophied, with imperfect action of the secreting 
structures, especially of the sweat glands. 

The treatment will be the free use of alkaline baths ; 
and Dr. Pye-Smith recommends constant inunction 
with oil. 

In xeroderma there is nearly always a speedy im- 
provement after this treatment, but it soon returns if 
it is not constantly kept up. 

Dr. Hilton Fagge advised antimonial wine, and 
many physicians administer cod-liver oil.

" The pulp is then placed in fresh water, and gently 
boiled for an hour and a half. The object of this 
prolonged boiling is to thoroughly break up the starch 
corpuscles, and to promote the change of starch into 
dextrine and grape sugar. 

* * The thick cruel thus made is strained, rubbed 
through a fine hair-sieve, and allowed to grow cold, 
when it forms a fine, smooth, jelly-like mass. This 
should be freshly prepared night and morning, for it 
will' not keep long. 

" Enough of thejelly is then mixed with warm water, 
previously boiled, to make a food of the consistence 
of thin cream (about 1 full tablespoonful to 8 oz. of 
water), so as to pass readily through the bottle ; a 
little white sugar may be added." 

This, of course, wifl not form a satisfactory food for 
infants, since it fails in very important particulars, 
notably in an animal element representing animal fat 
and animal proteid, and the anti-scorbutic element. 
All this '. will be partly fulfilled by the addition of 
boiled milk. The quantity, however, must be small 
at first — 2 teaspoonsful, or even 1 only, to the 3 oz. 
or half bottle. 

The amount of milk added should be gradually 
increased till the bottle consists of 1 tablespoonful 
of bread jelly to 4 oz. boiled milk and 4 oz. water. 

Instead of the ordinary boiled cow's milk, pep- 
tonised milk may be employed, and the quantity, 
used at first increased more rapidly.

Raw Meat Pulp. 

This may lie usnl instead of the raw- meat juice, 
for children of 10 or 12 months old, ami often 
proves of great value. It is obtained by seraphic 
the soft muscle elements frimi llie til ire, and It mils! 
be home in mind that it is to be scraped aud not 
minced. The soft pulp obtained by scraping is 
more easily digested in this raw condition than 
when the albiiniru is coagulated by cooking. On 
the contrary, the tendinous parts which are taken 
in by mincing are uudigestihle in their raw state, 
but become more digestible by conking. Of this 
raw meat pulp, - <>/- may be i/iveu daily to a child 
12 month old, or even niore if it be the only nitro- 
genous food given. There is ,i. possible danger from 
the ingestion of the tapeworm oysticcrciiB. But 
even if it occur it is easily gut rid .if, and by the use 
of the first quality only of meat the risk is small 
indeed.— (W. Butler Cheadle.)

In cases of acute disease, in fevers, in acute pul- 
monary affections, in diphtheria, and in other cases 
when the pulse is weak or the powers are failing, 
alcohol will be required. In chronic disease, when 
the digestion is feeble, and in delicate children, great 
benefit is often derived from a judicious allowance of 
wine, especially if given with tne principal meal. 

Veal Broth. 

One pound of veal, cleaned perfectly from all skin, 
fat, and gristle, is to be placed in a saucepan with 
1 quart of cold water. Let it simmer over a steady 
fire for 2 or 3 hours till there is only 1 pint left. 
Strain through muslin, and let it stand till cool. 
When wanted for use, warm whatever quantity is 
required, and add a little salt. 

Whey. 

Whey may be prepared very quickly by adding 
" Benger's Ciurdling Fluid " to milk. Full directions 
are supplied with each bottle. Sometimes, however, 
the prepared tablets seem to act better than any 
fluid, and "Hansen's Household Rennet Tablets 
answer very satisfactorily, and full and explicit in- 
structions go with them. 

When the milk is curdled by means of either of 
the preceding, it should be beaten up with a fork 
until the curd is finely divided. It snould then be 
strained through muslin or a fine sieve, when the 
whey will come through ready for use. Whey is 
frequently of great service in infantile diseases ; thus 
a teaspoonful of one of the malted foods in a bottle 
of whey is valuable in infantile atrophy. Again, in 
chronic vomiting, a teaspoonful of one of the malted 
foods may be aissolvect in 4 ounces of half whey 
and half barley water with great advantage. In 
chronic diarrhoea, likewise, a teaspoonful of one of 
the malted foods may be dissolved in 4 ounces of 
either whey or barley water, or else in the same 
quantity of a mixture of both. Lastly, in diarrhoea, 
a dessertspoonful of cream may be given in 4 ounces, 
of whey, and in chronic vomitmg & tcmAtox^ <& "V 
tableapoonfal of cream may "b© maxta 'wtfOa.
